In the accompanying letter It Is 
stated that tho resolution was trans- 
mitted to Sir Wilfrid Laurler, who 
caused a copy to be forwarded to Mr.

MR. TATLOW 

Hon. P.. G. Tatlow was pleased to 
see such a large attendance. Being a 
member of the government, he sup- 
posed it was necessary that he should 
say something of what had been done 
and of what was Intended in tho 
future. It was said by the opposition 
that the administration had no policy. 
He thought that was beyond consid- 
eration, because of tho progress that 
had been made'. The country had 
been brought from financial discredit 
to general prosperity. When the 
present government had come into 
power, Premier .McBride and those 
associated with him had to face a 
deficit of some $l,aoo.ouo. That was 
tho situation which had to he faced. 
Having been refused a loan from tho 
banks, It was necessary to obtain a 
loan from eastern insurance com- 
panies at a rate of 5 per cent, repay- 
able at the rate of $100,000 per year 
for ten years. It had been asserted 
that the government should have gone 
to London to borrow, and should have, 
spread what was borrowed over a 
period of forty years in repayment. 
He wished to say that when the prov- 
ince had wanted money the London 
market was closed because former 
governments had promised not to re- 
turn there for assistance. Thus the 
$1,000,000 had been obtained, and al- 
ready two repayments had been made, 
reducing tho total to $SOO,000. And, 
ho added, there was sufficient avail- 
able to make the forthcoming pay- 
ment. (Applause). 

Some supporters of the opposition 
had said that the money borrowed 
had been allowed to remain idle. He 
wished to emphatically deny such a 
statement. An arrangement had been 
made with tho banks by which the 
rate of interest which, tho province 
paid was constantly being reduced. He 
entered into a minute explanation of 
the agreement by which this had been 
accomplished, pointing out that at the 
<-nd of three years British Columbia 
would actually not be paying a cent of 
Interest on the original sum. (Enthu- 
siastic applause). 

Taxation 

In order to meet the exigencies of 
the situation, taxation had to be in- 
creased. But, while the assessments 
upon the poor man had been aug- 
mented,, those upon tho rich man und 



ernment upon tho false belief that the 
C. P. R. owed the treasury $7f>0,000. 
That assertion was made because of 
the fact that certain land concessions 
were exempt, from taxation upon con- 
dition that the land Should be sold 
upon terms satisfactory to the admin- 
istration. There, blocks had boon ex- 
empted In order that the property 
might be disposed of upon a basis sat- 
isfactory to the people. (Applause.) He

dollar during the election. (Applause.) 
All that was intended was that the 
government should do the right thing 
by evervbodv or any company with 
which It had dealings. (Enthusiastic 
applause.) 

Tho Slander Factory 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow then related the 
story of the Kalen Island transaction. 
Ho claimed that it was a "good bar- 
gain," one In the Interests of the prov- 
ince. A nasty charge had beon mado 
against tho lato Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works. A number of 
eastern capitalists had applied for 
eight coal licenses in the usual way, 
and they had been Issued. He be- 
lieved that tho principals, having been 
pleased with the way the business had 
been transacted, had written Mr. Green 
and offered him stock. Later on tho 
same people asked for the renewal of 
some licenses on coal lands. This Mr. 
Green had firmly refused. It would be 
possible in tho course of a few days 
to give fuller particulars of the mat- 
ter. Whatever was said, he wished to 
announce that Mr. Green had never 
touched the stock which these Inven- 
tors had thought he had taken, nor had 
the country been rubbed of one acre 
of its lands. (Applause.) 

Good Advertising 

Mr. Tatlow spoke of tho advertising 
done in tho Old Country by tho agri- 
cultural department. Tho fruit of the 
province had taken many gold mednls 
during the past three years. So much 
had been done In this way that the 
name of Western Canada had been 
made almost a household word In the 
old land. (Enthusiastic applause). 
He could go on and tell of numerous 
other things— small, perhaps, but all 
tending to the one grand object of 
building up (lie country. (Applause). 
Surely there was some policy In all 
this. (Hear, hear). If It was the 
opinion of the electors that the gov- 
ernment had done well, then It was 
their duty to cast their votes for the 
"solid four" on the 2nd of February,

II. |.\ W. Behnsen believed the good 
attendance Indicated that the four 
Conservatives would bo returned. He 
had always thought that being a poli- 
tician was quite a hard job, but so far 
It had been a pleasure. (Hear, hear, 
and applause). And he was sure that 
the same would be tho case after poll- 
ing day, the 2nd of February. Ho re- 
ferred lo the financial policy of tho 
government, which had been so ably 
expounded by the finance minister. He 
would always, if elected, support 



ways were on their way west, having 
British Columbia for a common goal.

There was one point about tho elec- 
tion to which he wished to draw at- 
tention—the fact that for the first time 
the West was threatened by machine 
politics.

Taking up the bargain entered Into 
into between the government and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway with re- 
spect to Kalen Island, the speaker un- 
rolled a map of that part of tho 
northern coast of British Columbia. 
Upon it tho portion ceded tho railway 
by the province was marked in red, 
and that which the Domini...! govern- 
ment proposed selling was indicated 
by black coloring. 

Mr. Hunter pointed out that the 
10,000 acres that had been allowed by 
, the provincial authorities for terminal 
I purposes was broken by a block of 
I some 3.S00 acres which belonged to 
I the province, anil the value or which, 
naturally, would materially increase 
with the growth of the new centre. 

After explaining the map, the 
speaker assured his hearers that be- 
fore the advent of the (Band Trunk 
Pacific the whole of that country had 
probably beon the most God -forsaken 
of tho known world. (Laughter). He 
did not think there was a gentleman 
present who would have accepted 
100,000 or 200,000 acres of It If he had 
had to pay the taxes. In this asser- 
tion he wished to except Dlgby 
Island, That was a low-lying piece 
of land, easily cultivated and prettily 
situated. Naturally, after the Grand 
Trunk had secured all they could from 
the government, they looked with 
longing eyes on the adjoining Island, 
as well ns other lands in the vicinity. 
The island and other desirable sec- 
tions were Included In the Indian re- 
serve, and forthwith an attempt had 
been made to Induce the provincial 
government to forego Its reversionary 
Interest In tho 1 11,000 acres which they 
wanted. But Premier McBride and 
his associates had refused, most 
emphatically and uncompromisingly, 
(Applause). 

Finding that move without result, 
the railway people had rushed to Ot- 
tawa, and for them Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rior had put through an order-ln- 
conncll strongly advising the provin- 
cial government to grant tho request 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
Officials. But that had had no effect 
upon the McBride government. They 
had stood their ground, and still did 
so. Tho G. T. P. would not obtain 
tho "potlatch" which they so ardently 
desired. But, he added, If the Grits 
were returned to power they would 
get it tho next morning. (Laughter 
and applause).

I was never charged by any solici- 
tors before the executive with having 
been bribed bv Sir A. P. Caron, or 
anyone else, to issue any coal licences 
to the said syndicate, or to said Caron 
or his associates, as the records of tho 
lands and works department will 
show. 

o licences or leases covering lands 
the Pine River district have over 
been granted to the syndicate, or to 
Caron or anyone else. Caron and his 
associates applied for such licences, 
hut their application was refused, on 
the ground that the government 
would not deal with lands In that 
district until the Dominion govern- 
ment has completed Its selection of 
00.000 acres granted to It by tho 
Settlement Act. No promise, direct 
., indirect, that such licences would 
be granted was ever made to thorn, 
and no licences have ever been grant- 
ed, though they wore repeatedly ap- 
plied for. Their applications wera 
dealt with in exactly the same manner 
as were all applications made by 
Others for licences over lands in that 
district. All were refused. 

Prior to making tho above applica- 
tions. Caron and his associates applied 
for. as far ns I can remember, about 
half a dozen licences over lands in 
Telaua valley. These lands were open 
to location, the requirements of tho 
act were compiled with, and licences 
were granted to them as well as to 
ether parties over lands In that valley. 
Those licences were issued In strict 
accordance with the. act.

Personally ho would not care to say 
anything against Mr. Mclnnes, but 
that was tho opinion of the lending 
Liboral organ of tho country, it 
dubbed him as "a liar and a slander- 
er."

MR. GOODEVE 

A. S. Goodovo spoke of the pleasure 
It gave him to speak to fellow-Con- 
servatives uijon the issues of tho cam- 
paign.

Pioneer Prospector Back From 
Northern Section Gives Hint 
of Big Development 



An old and well known mining pros- 
pector who bus spent the last coupio 
of years in tho- northern portion of 
tho Island, speaking to a Colonist rep- 
resentative yesterday, gave a very en- 
couraging account of the prospects for 
big mineral development in that sec- 
tion in the course of the next year or 
two. For personal and business rea- 
sons the gentleman In question is 
averse to publication of his nume, but 
ho promised, as soon as his business 
affairs In connection with certain of 
his properties were satisfactorily ar- 
ranged, that he would give an account 
of the mineral and other wealth of the 
northorn and interior portions of Van- 
couver island, which, even put in the 
most temperate language, would prove 
that tho people of Victoria have at 
their very doors untold and unheard- 
of wealth. 

lie says, however, that at least one 
Institution has boon quick, to appre- 
ciate this point, for he has run across 
the camps of several survey or ex- 
ploration parties of the Canadian Pa- 
cific during tho past season. These 
parties are not saying much, but In 
his opinion they are working like 
beavers In the northern end of the 
Island, and are stretched out between 
Comox lake and Quatsino. He gath- 
ered from a party which he encoun- 
tered pretty far north that their ob- 
jective was Quatsino, and be saw that 
they were equipped for more than a 
mere preliminary survey when they 
got as far as salt water. In addition 
to the surveying section of the differ- 
ent parties, ho found attached to ouch 
was a man, sometimes two, collecting 
scientific information and other facts 
as to climate, timber and description 
of different classes of land. It seem- 
ed to be the instructions of this last 
party to make a thorough survey of 
Quatsino and neighborhood with it 
view to anchorage, protection of ves- 
sels in the matter of shelter, landing 
facilities, a proper approach for a 
railway to tho water, and so on. This 
would indicate that, now the Canadian 
Pacilic are said to have about mado 
up their winds to tap the northern 
portion of tho province by cominir 
through the Yellow Head Pass and 
down to some point on Bute inlet, 
they are contemplating some impor- 
tant move with the idea of cutting 
down the time pf the Oriental steam- 
ers, as Quatsino Is directly In the 
path wljtch tho steamers tako when 
they make their bee-line across the 
Pacific. Tho company Is probably 
awaiting the data which this northern 
party Is collecting before finally an- 
nouncing the policy to bo adopted. In 
any event the party Is pushing to- 
wards salt water ns fast as their In- 
vestigations will permit. 







PREMIER McBRIDE'S FIGHT 
FOR "BETTER TERMS" 

The right or British Columbia 
to "better terms" had never be- 
fore been admitted at Ottawa. 
It had never even been admit- 
ted that there were particular 
reasons why the province; should 
receive special treatment. It 
had remained for Premier Mc- 
Brido to wring this admission 
from the Premier of the Domin- 
ion. The battle was more than 
half won already. The position 
of the Premier of this province 
at the conference had been a 
difficult one. Surrounded by tho 
representatives of other prov- 
inces, the majority of them of 
the Liberal persuasion, he still 
had force of character to repel 
their advances, their blandish:

Kosmos Liner Salatis is Repaired at 
Esqulmalt — Is New Vessel 

Steamer Salatis of the Kosmos line 
readied Victoria early yesterday 
morning, and shortly afterward enter- 
al the drydock at Esqulmalt to he 
leaned and painted. The Salatis, 
A'hieh is one of the newest vessels of 
the Kosmos line, is on her maiden 
trip. For three months she was used 
as a receiving ship at Valparaiso fol- 
lowing tho earthquake of last summer. 
After being repaired at Esquimau the 
steamer will proceed to the Sound to 
load 700,000 feet of lumber for the 
Panama canal.

we submit that, the fact that lOD.HOO 
acres, for which tenders were asked

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George Williams, a half-breed, for 
morly a sealer, shot and killed Alfred 
DouglaH. a rancher, on Salt Spring 
Island, between 4 and B p. m 
Thursday, and was arrested and 
brought to this city yesterday by 
Messrs. Norman Wilson and Scott 
Ritchie, residents of Salt Spring, 
Williams was charged with murder, 
and after being turned over to Super 
lntendent F. S. Hussey of the provin- 
cial police, was sent to the provincial 
jail to be held for trial. 

Williams and Douglas, with two 
brothers Sparrow, were at "Williams' 
house, a two-storey frame ' shack, 
perohed on a bluff, on which the pris- 
oner has a small farm, with a few 
fruit trees and some stock. The men 
wore playing cards and drinking, and 
were noisy and quarrelsome. About 4 
p m. Williams became angry, put 
down his hand and went upstairs, say- 
ing he was going to bed. Tlw others 
continued to play, and after some 
time, possibly an hour, Douglas wont 
to the Btalrway and shouted to Wil- 
liams to como down. Williams ro- 
plied that he would not. Then Doug- 
las started to climb the stairs. A shot 
rang out, and as tho others sprang 
from their chairs at tho tablo tho body 
of Douglas rolled from the stairs to 
the floor. Ho was dead, having been 
almost instantly killed by a bullet 
from a 40.45 Winchester rifle held by 
Williams, who stood at the top of the 
stairway. 

Affair is Mystery 

Tho causes underlying the tragedy 
are not clear. There are stories that 
Williams was angered against Douglas 
because of the latter' s visits to his 
wife, but no confirmation is given to 
these. All that could be learned yes- 
terday was that there had been some 
grievance between the couple. Whether 
liquor had befuddled the brain and 
inspired the murder, or a deep-rooted 
grievance had been suddenly lircd to 
incite the murder, or the killing had 
been done under the impulse of an- 
tagonism when Williams had been 
called from upstairs after leaving the 
others at the card table, is not clear. 
All that Is definitely learned Is that 
Williams left tho card table, Douglas 
went to the stairway to get him to 
como down, and was killed as he went 
up the stairway. 

Both murderer and his victim are 
married men, the former having a wife 
and child. He married n Miss Tragic, 
daughter of the late Mr. Tragle, who 
owned a neighboring ranch and tho 
wharf at which the steamer calls when 
landing at Beaver Point. Salt Spring. 
Douglas married a Miss Sparrow, sister 
of the brothers who'w.ere present at 
the murder. Douglas was very popu- 
lar with the half-breeds of tho com- 
munity, and as soon as the nolso of 
the shooting told neighbors of tho 
tragedy, Dave . Maxwell, a half-breed, 
went, to the scene and ; remained all 
night with ' Williams/ who spent the 
night alone at his house. His wife 
and child went to her mother's house, 
near by. Maxwell remained awake, 
watching over Williams to prevent 
him from escaping, had he so in- 
tended. 

Arrest of Alleged Murderer 

The news was telephoned to Dr. 
Baker, at the other side of the island, 
and he notified the coroner, Mr. Wal- 
ters, who is ill. Norman Wilson, who 
has done special police work on tho 
island. In the absence of thu provincial 
constable, William Lumloy, was sworn 
in as a special by the coroner, and 
with Scott Ritchie was sent to make 
the arrest of Williams. The couple 
loft yesterday morning at 10:30 and 
rowed across to Tragle's wharf, fifteen 
miles away. The man wns found 
standing among the crowd on the 
wharf. .The Iroquois had just landed, 
and ".the. 'group.' had been waiting', ox r 
pectijhg the local , constable, W. hum- 
ley, would arrive by the Inter-Island 
steamer. They were standing guard 
over Williams, Intending to turn him 
over to the police on arrival. 

When Wilson and Ritchie landed 
they went to Williams, and Wilson 
asked him "Are you Williams'.'" He 
nodded his head, and Wilson said: 
"Well, I arrest you for the murder of 
Alfred Douglas." 

Tho Iroquois was signaled to put | 
back, and the tw^o specials with their 
prisoner left for Sidney. There Ser- 
geant Frank Murray of the provincial 
pollen was abqut to leave for Beaver 
Point in a steam launch he had bor- 
rowed, and lie took charge of the 
prisoner, bringing him to the city on 
the evening train. Superintendent 
Hussey had been Informed at noon 
yesterday of the killing, and had sent 
Sergeant Murray to the scene by the 
train which left Victoria at 3 p. m. 
yesterday. 

At the Provincial Jail 

On arrival here Williams was taken 
to the provincial jail, where he will be 
held ponding trial. Today Dr. E. C. 
Hart, coroner, will proceed to the scene 
with Sergeant Frank Murray, and an 
Inquest will be held. 

Williams was born in British Co- 
lumbia— In Victoria, it Is stated. He 
was In trouble here about ten years 
ago, when with George Varty he was 
arrested by Detectives Palmer and 
Perdue of the city police and was sen- 
tenced to Imprisonment for entering 
tho old Carter brewery at the foot of 
Herald street. For some years he 
has been engaged in sealing, his last 
cml«e having been on the schooner 
Eva Marie, which he loft last May and 
went to Heaver Point to take up the 
ranch there. 

Douglas is also said to have been n 
sealer. Ho has been engaged In 
ranching on Salt Spring Island for 
some time. Brilh he and Williams 
were married on Salt Spring to resi- 
dents of the island.

out laid the system working again as 
well as over." 

The past few days have been one of 
tho most trying periods through which 
the water system of the city has over 
passed. ' ' The. fact that there wis no 
snow on the ground at tho time of the 
heavy frosts allowed the • cold to 
penetrate into tho ' ground ' to' quite an 
unprecedented depth. Ice having been 
found In some cases as deep as two 
feet. Tho thaw has penetrated Into 
the ground but slowly, and has reached 
at the most only to the depth of one 
foot. Tho frost of the last two nights 
has had the effect of freezing the sur- 
face again, but has not gone deep 
enough to harm the pipes, and no new 
trouble has been reported, nor Is any 
anticipated by tho water officials. 

The thawing machine supplied by 
the British Columbia Electric Railway 
Company has done splendid work, and 
the authorities have also had a large 
number of men at work ever since the 
complaints started to como In. .Most 



of the city plumbers, too, havo been 
doing work for the city, and when all 
the bills are in it will be found that 
the recent cold snap has cost tho city 
tic Inconsiderable sum.

THE UNLUCKY THIRTEEN 

Baker's Dozen of Listeners Hear Lib- 
eral Speeches. 

Jusl thirteen citizens gathered in 
Craemer's hall Inst evening to hear 
the four Liberal candidates air their 
views on the misdemeanors of the .Mc- 
Brlde government, and declaim as to 
how much belter they would have 
done tilings had they been in power, 
Instead of the Conservatives. Th-i 
meeting was marked by that deadly 
dullness and general lack of enthusi- 
asm which has characterized all the 
alleged "rallies" held by tho Liberals 
in this city up to tlie present. Tho 
speakers were W. G. Cameron, .1. I). 
McNivon, Richard Hall and R. L 
Drury. They appeared to have 
quite used to tho microscopic audi- 
ences, and spoke up just as if they 
wore addressing a hall full. .Mr. Cam- 
eron led off by exhorting his hearers 
to vote a solid Liberal ticket. 

Mr. Drury denounced the govern- 
ment for the way In which it laid con- 
ducted the elections. Ih' felt that he 
had a most strenuous kick coming be- 
cause he had not yet becn.ublo to get 
copies of the voters' list, for tho Lib- 
eral committee rooms.

block to be erected there to house tho [ 
showrooms, shops, and other parts of | 
what Is proposed to be the largest gar- 
uge in western Canada. It was only 
after long and careful study of tho 
coming possibilities of James Bay dis- 
trict, particularly when the Empress 
hotel has boon opened to business, that 
the location was decided upon. The 
deal for the building silo was made 
through Messrs. Grant & Llnoham, the 
real estate firm of No. 2 View street, 
who wero among the strongest advo- 
cates of the movement to carry the 
buslnoss section of the city into the 
quarter which is at present solely a 
residential section, "across the bay."

this district, said he would retain 
his present business opposite the 
postoffice building, and he also stated 
that he intends to leave in a few days 
for England and France to secure tho 
machines and appliances requisite to 
the business. There will bo a full and 
well-equipped automobile repairing es- 
tablishment in connection. 

Tho building to be erected will be 
completed within a few months. Tho 
ground will be broken in a few days.

Messrs. Grant & Llneham, who ne- 
gotiated the deal for the purchase of 
the site said yesterday they had no 
doubt that this move would be fol- 
lowed by the influx of other business 
houses to James Bay.

WILL INCREASE TH! 



OF KB 



Recommendation to do so Wil 
be Presented at Next Meet- 
ing of City Counci 1 



A substantial increase In tho wages 
of the employees of tho fire depart- 
ment will In all probability bo mado 
In the course of tho current year. At 
the meeting of tho board of firewar- 
dens held in the city hall recontly, it 
was decided to recommend to tho 
council that an additional sum of 
5152.50 bo granted, for tho purpose ot 
increasing tho wages of the men. Just 
exactly how the additional sum should 
bo distributed among tho men was 
not decided by the committee, this 
matter being loft in tho hands of Chief 
Watson, who will report at an oarly 
date. At present the pay of tho men 
is arranged on a sliding scale, tho 
wages ranging in order of seniority. 
This system will ho adhered to, and 
the Increase will be general through- 
out tho scale. 

Tho matter of uniforms for tho 
men occupied a largo part of tho at- 
tention of the wardens In the course 
of tho mooting. It has been one of 
tho standing complaints of tho (ire 
lire fighters of Victoria, that not only 
was thoir pay unduly small, but that 
out of It they wore expected to provide 
their clothes, which on account of the 
nature of tho work lasted only a com- 
paratively short time. The firewar- 
dens will recommend to the council 
that, a grant of $700 be set apart for 
tho purpose of providing tho men with 
uniforms, each man to receive one out- 
fit a year. 

On account of tho heavy drain on 
tho city's revenue from other sources, 
,it was decided by tho flro wardons not 



to ask for any increase In tho staff or 
tho equipment of the department, for 
tho present. Twenty-eight men are 
now employed on tho city's flro fight- 
ing system, nineteen of these being 
located at the headquarters on Cor- 
morant streot and tho other nine at 
tho threo substations on Yates street, 
James bay, and In Victoria West. With 
no Increase in equlpmont it is esti- 
mated that tho present staff will bo 
ablo to cover the city quite well. 

It was also decided that no attempt 
would bo mado . for the present to ex- 
tend tho fire halls on James Bay and 
on Yates street, as had been at first 
contemplated. It had been proposed 
to secure new engines for tho head- 
quarter station, and to place some of. 
tho machines at present on Cormorant 
streot, in the outlying stations. This 
plan has, however, been allowed to 
drop for the present. 

"To have done this, would have noc- 
cessltated considerable additional ex- 
pense," said Aid. Fullerton, the chair- 
man of the board, In speaking to the 
Colonist yesterday, "and this expendi- 
ture tho city is hardly ready to stand 
at present. As matters are now, the 
equipment at these two halls is qulto 
sufficient to deal wltii any small blaze, 
while in case of lire of a more serious 
nature, the engines can be rushed from 
headquarters in a very short time." 

It was decided to ask tho council for 
$1,000 for expenditure on tho flro halls 
tills year, instead of $500 as has been 
the case In years past. An attempt 
will also be made to enlarge the lim- 
its of the present .alarm system, and 
a number of new boxes will in all 
probability be Installed In the course 
of the current yoar. It is also planned 
to establish numbers of new hydrants. 

In conclusion the board will recom- 
mend to the council that new large 
water mains be laid to tho exhibition 
grounds and to tho Old Men's Homo, 
in order the better to guard against 
flro at both those places.

THE MEXICAN LINE 

Details Arranged for Now Service By 
Egeria and Lonsdale 

Captain T. IT" Wprsnop,- jyh'o 
with E. Dixon, the well known 
shipping owner and a member of 
the large British shipping firm of 
Dixon and Harris, is in vic- 
toria arranging details lor the in- 
auguration in March of the Canadian - 
Mexican steamship service will leave 
on Saturday for Mexico to arrange 
for dockage and other facilities at tin. 
Mexican ports and complete negotia- 
tions, appoint agents, etc. Capt. Wors- 
nop is to be general manager pi tho 
new line, and J. H. Greor ot this city 
will bo the British Columbia repre- 
sentative. The steamers chosen for 
the service from the 21 vessels owned 
by Harris nnd Dixon and G. Ti »Sy- 
mons, who are associated In the en- 
terprise, are the Georgia and Lons- 
dale. Tho former Is now onroute to 
Sullna Cruz, the Mexican terminus, 
and will leave thoro for Victoria about 
March 31st, bringing a cargo of ore 
from Mexican mines for 13. C. smelters, 
coffee, bananas, pineapples, and other 
Mexican produce. The Georgia will 
bo due here in mid-April. Tho Lons- 
dale will sail about thirty days later, 
and I he two steamers will maintain 
a monthly schedule. 

The Georgia, which has been run- 
ning as n passenger and freight steam- 
er from Trieste, Austria, to Now York 
under the Austrian (lag, having boon 
purchased from an Austrian firm by 
her present owners. Although she may 
not bo recognized as the Georgiu, tho 



steamer Is no stranger to Victoria, hav- 
ing been In service from this port to 
the Orient under the Dodwell Hag some 
years ago, when known as the Sikh. 
The steamer has been thoroughly ov- 
erhauled and refitted at Cardiff and has 
excellent passenger accommodation for 
200 steerage, as well as cargo space 
for 1,000 tons of general freight. 

The Lonsdale, which is similar to the 
Georgia, though larger, having capac- 
ity for 5,000 tons, has been running 
In opposition to the British-India lino 
as a passenger and freight steamer 
being in service between London, Bom- 
bay and Mozambique. She was over- 
hauled and mado ready for her new 
service at Sunderland, being thorough- 
ly refitted at Sir John Eating's ship- 
yards. This vessel has accommoda- 
tion for 30 saloon passengers, well ar- 
ranged above tho main dock, and space 
for 200 steerage. Both vessels will 
steam from 12 to 13 knots, which is In 
excess of the government requirements 
of 10 knots. 

Capt. 'VVorsnop believes the future 
of .the; line is bright. Now that tho 
Tehuahtapec railway from Salina Cruz 
to Coatzocoalcos has been opened — It 
was Inaugurated on Wednesday — tho 
market opened to the Canadian shipper 
is a great one. Prom the Atlantic 
end of the line Jamaica and the West 
Indies and many other markets will 
be within comparatively easy reach of 
the Canadian producer and manufac- 
turer. The great regions of Mexico 
and the South American republics will 
also be easy of access by way of the 
connecting railways. On tho first voy- 
ages of tho steamers, samples of gen- 
eral merchandise and products of both 
Canada and Mexico will be carried free 
of charge between the two countries. 
As soon as the market develops— and 
Capt. Worsnop thinks tho time is not 
far — other vessels will be added, as 
needed, to the fleet. 

From Victoria and Vancouver the 
steamers will ply to Mazatlan, Man- 
zanlllo, Acapulco and Salina Cruz, con- 
necting at tho last-named port with 
tho Tohauntnpec railway, of which it 
Is the Pacific terminus.
